FINLAND—MORAL RISK 


(From The Memphis Commercia! Appeal.) 

Finland, judging from what goes on here and 
abroad, is generally regarded as a good moral risk 
when it comes to the extension of credit. Prime 
Minister Risto Ryti called attention to the fact 
the other day that Finland’s national income is 
sinking rapidly because of the disruption of ex- 
port trade caused by the Russian. invasion. He 
said the Finns must have arms and munitions on 
a large scale from abroad and declared bluntly 
that “our exports are sufficient to pay only a 
part of the expenditure.” 

Prime Minister Ryti likewise said, however. 
that the Finns would meet any new obligations 
“as faithfully as we have done up to now.” and 
that plain statement is enough.
